SUBJECT: BLACK OUTLOOK FOR STATE-FEDERAL RELATIONS OVER 
QUEENSLAND COAL EXPORTS 



1. THE QUEENSLAND STATE TREASURER, SIR GORDON CHALK, STATED 
YESTERDAY THAT QUEENSLAND WOULD BE FORCED INTO A CONFRONTATION 
WITH THE FEDERAL GOVERNMENT IE CANBERRA DID NOT CHANGE ITS COAL 
EXPORT POLICIES. 

2. SPEAKING UPON HIS RETURN EROM A MONTH-LONG TRIP TO THE U.S. 

AND JAPAN, SIR GORDON DECLARED THAT THE QUEENSLAND COAL EXPORT 
INDUSTRY HAS SUFFERED GREAT DAMAGE DUE TO THE POLICIES OF THE 
FEDERAL MINERALS AND ENERGY MINISTER, REX CONNOR. IF THESE POLICIES 
ARE CONTINUED, SIR GORDON SAID, JAPANESE INTERESTS WOULD LOOK TO 
OTHER SUPPLIERS, CAUSING QUEENSLAND COAL COMPANIES TO LOSE OUT ON 
LUCRATIVE LONG-TERM CONTRACTS. 



3. SIR GORDON CLAIMED THAT JAPANESE COAL PURCHASERS WERE "ANYTHING 
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INSISTENCE THAT QUEENSLAND COAL WOULD RISE EROM A DOLLARS 34 TO 
A DOLLARS 50 PER TON. 

4. SIR GORDON INDICATED JAPANESE STEEL MILLS NEEDED ANOTHER 20 
MILLION TONS OF COAL ANNUALLY. THIS INCREASE COULD BE MET BY 
AUSTRALIA, IN FACT TWO MAJOR COAL PROJECTS IN QUEENSLAND, NORWICH 
PARK BY UTAH, AND THE NEBO PROJECT OF THIESS, PEABODY MITSUI 
COULD BE UNDERTAKEN IMMEDIATELY IE EEDERAL APPROVAL WERE GIVEN. 

EACH OF THESE PROJECTS WOULD PROVIDE APPROXIMATELY 10 MILLION TONS 
OF EXPORT COAL ANNUALLY WHEN EULLY ON STREAM IN 1980. 

HOWEVER, CHALK NOTED, MINISTER CONNOR HAS INDICATED THAT THE 
FEDERAL GOVERNMENT WILL DETERMINE WHICH MINES IN QUEENSLAND AND 
NEW SOUTH WALES WOULD PROVIDE THE COAL AND AT WHAT PRICE, BEFORE 
CANBERRA GRANTS THE NECESSARY EXPORT LICENSES. 

5. SIR GORDON STATED THAT QTE AN IMMEDIATE CONFRONTATION BETWEEN 
THE FEDERAL AND QUEENSLAND GOVERNMENTS IS INEVITABLE END QTE. 

SIR GORDON ADDED THAT THE QUEENSLAND GOVERNMENT MIGHT HELP DEVELOP 
THE NORWICH PARK AND NEBO COALFIELDS IF THE FEDERAL GOVERNMENT DID 
NOT CHANGE ITS COAL EXPORT POLICY. 

6. COMMENT: THIS IS THE FIRST TIME THAT THE HIGHLY RESPECTED 

STATE TREASURER HAS PUBLICLY PLACED HIMSELF SO SQUARELY AT ODDS WITH 
MINISTER CONNOR. SIR GORDON IS REPUTED FOR HIS POLITICAL ACUMEN 
AND FOR THE PREPARATION THAT PRECEDES HIS PUBLIC STATEMENTS. HE 
LIKES TO BE SURE OF HIS GROUND - AND HE USUALLY IS.
